#2 - 


While headed for the Pacific North- 
west recently, a call on the 01/61 Vail 
repeater brought a response from WOKEA. 
It turned out that Phil was originally 
from Akron, Ohio, and was familiar with 
many of the repeaters and amateurs from 
northeast Ohio "8-land" which gave us 
something in common from the start, for 
that was my home for over 15 years. 


He has been in Vail for many years 
and is a ski instructor on the slopes 
during ski season; at other times he 
is in construction. From him I learned 
of the active UHF repeater at Vail opera- 
ting on 448,650 with coverage equal to 
the 2M system, We enjoyed talking about 
repeaters, my being a confirmed "non-ski" 
type, and the work being done on I-70 in 
the Glenwood Canyon area, Without the 
rig in the car, I most likely would have 
spent my time in the Canyon silently cur- 
sing construction delays and destruction 
of native scenic views by "super roads." 


#3 - 


While entering Glenwood Springs en- 
route Provo, Utah, I struck up a conver- 
sation with WB8ONT, Sam Wolfe, who was 
from Cleveland Heights, Ohio - a long way 
from home indeed. We talked about what 
brought him on this trip: the "Peace 
March." 


I learned that Sam had flown to Los 
Angeles to join the marchers and provide 
communications along the route. VHF & HF 
rigs were in use for safety, convenience 
and necessity as required by the condi- 
tions encountered traveling on all kinds 
of roads and in all kinds of weather. 


As we chatted, Sam mentioned that he 
lived near Cedar and Lee Roads, and we 
discovered that we had many ham friends 
in common from the Cleveland area. One 
of those mutual friends was W8BU, who was 
one of the amateurs participating in the 
transatlantic test of December 1921, when 
radio communication was successfully es- 
tablished between Scotland the the U.S. 
I'm glad I had my rig along this trip. 


As we talked more about the Peach 
March, I learned the marchers were halted 
for the night at Glenwood Springs in a 
camp. Sam told me there were about 500 


people involved, with half marching and 
half in the support team - driving supply 
trucks, setting up and tearing down over~ 
night camps, cooking, sanitation and in 
educational projects along the way. 


He plans to travel all the way - in 
Cleveland he will spend some time at home 
and in Washington, DC, he will visit his 
oldest son. Based on newspaper and TY 
reports, Sam has undergone storms, even 
tornadoes, on the trip in his effort to 
contribute his skills in communicating to 
the cause of the Peace March. Can you 
imagine the tale he'll have to tell when 
the march ends? Perhaps the story will 
appear where we can all read about it.

While northwest of Salt Lake City 
enroute Seattle traveling along 1-84 
(an unspectacular scenic route) I struck 
up a brief repeater contact with John, 
WAQDYU, who was atop a mountain at a 
remote microwave/VHF radio site. He was 
servicing microwave equipment for the 
Union Pacific RR. John lives at and works 
out of Pocatello, Idaho, He confirmed 
what I suspected: today's railroad elec— 
tronic tech needs to know not only two- 
way radio, but also microwave, packet, 
teletype and fibre optics. 


#5 - 


On a trip passing Boise/Nampa, 
Idaho, I met onthe air W70ZJ, Paul 
Brickey, a piano tuner ~ the first piano 
tuner I'd ever met since school days many 
years ago. A handy fellow to have for 
audio and tone reports on the repeater! 
Our coversation turned around to the 
purpose of my trip -to visit the big 
"Steam Locomotive Parade" at Vancouver. 


As we talked, Paul told me about a 
railroader active on the local repeate: 
W7PCP, Gerry Moser. He retired after 40 
years of service as agent/telegrapher/ 
operator for the Union Pacific in Idaho. 
Soon I had Gerry on the repeater; he told 
me that his Dad had been a telegrapher 
and taught him Morse code. He went to 
work for the UP while still in school 
during WW 2, took a leave to finish 
school, then spent two years in the Navy. 


Upon returning to the UP, he held a 
steady job for the rest of his career - a 


total of over 40 years. Besides amateur 
radio, he enjoys model railroading. He 
has a complete HO layout constructed 
around the walls in his "radio room", 
Suffice it to say we "jawboned" for the 
time it took me to be far into Oregon and 
out of repeater range of Boise, for some 
years ago while living in Cedar Rapids, 
Towa (home of Collins Radio) I too had an 
HO model railroad circling the basement 
wall, 


(Note: a nice touch encountered upon 
entering Washington was the frequent new 
signs giving the mileage remaining to 
Vancouver and EXPO 86, - Certainly a 
friendly and helpful gesture to Canada). 


#6 - 


Enroute on I-84 through Washington 
I came upon what looked to be acres and 
acres of antenna farms - perhaps for some 
secret, low-frequency military purpose? 
Poles were planted vertically in the 
ground about 15' high and about the same 
distance apart, row upon row, acre after 
acre. From the pole tops interconnecting 
wires were strung. What could it be? 
How to find out? Why, call on the local 
repeater, of course! You know that's 
where the local "answerman" hangs out... 


Well, I quickly got my answer: no, 
not antennas ~ but something equally dear 
to many hams - it was a "hop" farm for 
growing the hops that go into our beer! 
Apparently, farmland around Pasco and 
Richland, Washington, is the largest area 
in the country devoted to growing this 
grain that is so vital to so many...after 
all, where would Golden, CO., be without 
hops? So, you see, 2M FM can educate! 


#7 - 


To get to Victoria, BC, one has to 
either swim, fly or take a ferry - so in 
line for the Port Angeles - Victoria 
ferry went a grey car with many antennas, 
In the same line: VETAZN and wife, going 
home after a visit in the States. Ray 
lives in Victoria and we four had a nice 
chat while crossing the Straits of San 
Juan de Fuca and plenty of talk about ham 
radio, repeaters, the beautiful city of 
Victoria and EXPO 86, 


For the rest of our stay, I had a 
friend in Victoria - we stayed in contact 


via the 145.41 Victoria repeater through 
the morning daily net of mostly retired 
hams. We checked in daily and received 
tips on where to eat, what to see, etc.

ANTENNAS 
By Chris Smith - wigOHu 


Antennas have always been the most 
fascinating part of radio to me, When | 
first got my Novice license and was just 
beginning to grasp electronics, it was 
clear that there was something different 
about antennas. By all rights, for 
example, a dipole is just an open 
circurted piece of wire and aught to do 
nothing when connected on the end of a 
piece of coax - but it sure seems to do 
something, Likewise, any sensible 
interpretation of a folded dipole says it 
is a short circuit-any transmitter hooked 
to one is clearly doomed, And yet the 
Viking seemed to load one up just fine, 


After a few years of college, with some 
physics and math courses, antennas were no 
longer quite so magical, and were 
becoming, well, at least plausible. By the 
time I was in graduate school, I had 
decided it was of little hope to 
understand why they worked. In the finest 
tradition of physics (in my mind at the 
time), it was only important to quantity 

(how they worked. Simply find the 
Underlying mathematical schema and all 
would be well, Really it was just plug 
into the formula and crank, but 1 did 
begin the task of facing Smith charts and 
other oddities 


That proved to be of some worth, for 
when the time came to face the world and 
get (in the worst tradition of physics, in 
ay mind at the time) a job, my aquaintance 
with Smith charts and words like yagi 
managed to get me a job as an antenna 
engineer, The brave company taking a 
chance on me was Technology for 
Communications International, or TCI. 
They are littie known to hams, but are 
widely known tn commercial radio, In all 
honesty, I really do think they make the 
best commercial HF antennas, bar none 


They taught me more than I ever thought 
I wanted to know about antennas, It was 
thrilling, though, a5 more and more of 
what 1 had been taught about waves, 
circuits and physical priciples beaan to 
unify. Gradually ay attention focused 
more on the methodoloay of comput 


solutions to antenna nrablems than 
engineering, so after five years with TI 
Tl left. | still enjoy a gond antenna

design, or the challenge of an antenna 
problem, so I would like to take the 
opportunity of the PPRAA newsletter ta 
write a column on the subject from tine to 
time, You can help by contibuting your 
designs, or questions, or enthusiasm for 
the subject. 


In closing, I would like to pass on one 
technical piece of information. There is 
a fundamental rule of antennas to keep in 
mind. I've never seen it violated in any 
design, not even one of ay own, The rule 
is, every antenna design trades off size, 
bandwidth and efficiency, The size of an 
antenna is measured in wavelengths, the 
bandwidth is the frequency ratio at a 
given 8WR level, and the efficiency is the 
amount of RF that gets out rather than 
heating some part of the antenna system. 
Broadband, efficient antennas are big. If 
you try to push one quantity, you pay in 
one or both of the others, From tiae to 
time you may see a host of other antenna 
rules mentioned but if any violate the 
fundamental rule, you might as well forget 
its
